We publish this week a very interesting letter addressed by Sr Julian 
Gicldsmid, President of the Russo-Jewish Committee. to Mr. Nathaniel L. 


Cohen, Chairman. of tlie Appeal Committee which has undertaken the 
collection of funds for the relief of Russo Jewish refugees. The response to 
this appeal has been seherous but not general, Lhe rely few have 
| given liberally but the many have been content to, subscribe the conventional 
| but utterly inadequate guinea, The total amount subser.bed is about 
| Ls0,000, and Sir Julian Goldsmid expresses a belief that a. far larger sam 
| than even £160,000 will be required in this great emergency. We would 
suggest, however, that the Appeal Committee should be constituted + 
permeonence or rather until the present urgency has abated. Many contri 
butors could be found to subseribe for say tive years who would not feel 
disposed or warranted by their circumstances to pay down the whole amount 
thus promised, It is but fair to exisuing charities, which comp ain of the com pe- 
tition of the Russian collection, that Sir Julian Goldsmid has expressed the 
hope that the Russo-Jewish lund will be raised to an adequate amount 
without diverting funds from our British charities, It has been announced 
in our columns that the Jewish Board of Guardians has been seriously 
affected by the Russian collection, but we fear that many of the usual 
collectors have not used the same strenuous personal efforts in aid of the 
Board this year as have been made in former years, The somewhat dis 
agreeable task of collecting must not be shirked by friends of the Board 
because it is rendered more difficult by the prevailing commercial depression 
and the alleged serious competition of the Russo-Jewish Fand. We must 
not, undoubtedly, be deaf to the cry of the Jew who is afar off, but still less 
to the claim of our brother that is near who piteously pleads to us at our 
threshold. 


Mr. David I. Schloss has made a most valuable addition to the 
literature on industrial economics by his work entitled, ‘Methods of 
Industrial Remuneration,” which has been published this week by Wihams 
and Norgate. lor some time past, Mr. Schloss has regularly contributed 
articles on the wage system to periodical publications. The book before us 
is, however, no mere republication or rearrangement of those articles, Ua 
the contrary, Mr. Schloss has made but a very slight use of previously 
published matter. He has dealt with the Labour Problem at first-hand, 
investigating personally the rates and conditions of labour at their sources, 
visiting a large number of factories and workshops, mines, quarries, kc. It 
will thus be seen he is no mere *“arm-chair” theorist, but a thoroughly 
painstaking investigator who has no axe of his own to grind, but simply 
wishes to make some practical additions to the materials for arriving at sound 
conclusions on the most important economic problems of modern times. The 
great value of the book is the lucidity with which evidence from all sides 
(duly acknowledged) has been brought to a focus to illustrate the different 
heads under which the whole question is divided for convenience of treat- 
ment. Probably, one of the best chapters will be found to be the one dealing 
with contract work ; some fallacies being exposed in connection with the 
complex problem. Mr. Schlogs also corrects some illusions about the 
attempts to organise industry upon tbe basis of the self-employment of the 
workers, in other words industrial co-cperation, under which Mr. Schloss 
Maintains that a worker-is no better treated than he would be if employed 
under the ordinary, non-co-operative wage-system. On the other band, he 
regards distributive co-operation (protit-sharing with purcbasers), as the 
training college of the citizen voter, Not the least among the many merits 
of the work is its carefully arranged Index at the end, in addition to a 
copicus Table of Contents at the commencement.

Rigid consistency in religion tends to 
mechanical conformity on the one hand, or absolute indifference on the 
other, Mr. Singer did well to insist on. the need of distinguishing between 
laws and laws, while as the lecturer said, religious laws must be interpreted by 
the conscience. Mr. Singer made some practical suggestions regarding the

the Jewish legal-religions code is a very fine construction, as Mr. Simmons 
showed, but as he equally pointed out, the matter assumes an altogether 
different complexion when one comes to regard the code as a modera rule 
of life. Here there is room for much divergence of opinion. 

Lady Magnus’ valuable “ Oatlines of Jewish History” has been issued 
in an enlarged form. The reprint contains the chapter on the history of 
the Jews in America which was written for the ed tion of the work issued 
by the Jewish Publication Society of America. This additional matter is 
ample justification for anew English edition. The strongest ties bind 
English Jews to their Transatlantic brethren, and in teaehing Jewish 
History to English children a prominent place ought to be given to the 
story of Jewish progress in the United States. The issue of this reprint is 
a proof of the gifted author's anxiety to make her work as comprehensive 
and useful as possible. We have previously expressed our high opinion of 
the book, which is far and away the best work of its kind on the subject 
that has hitherto appeared in this country. It is only necessary to add 
that time has not tended to modify our opinion. 


Dr. Neubaner is ubiquitous in jis scholarly industry. There can be few 
learned periodicals devoted to Jewish science which have appeared in recent 
times to which Dr. Neubauer has not contributed valuable matcer. He has 
now published in the Accudem/a dei Lincer of Rome, some interesting 
Ilebrew-Italian texts concerning women. Dr. Neubauer traces the 
literature for and against women from the time of Judah bar Sabbetai Levi 
of Barcelona, who composed an anti-woman treatise at the beginning of the 
13th century. In 1210 a reply was written, bat a more important answer 
was that of the youthful Jedaiah of Beziers in the year 1500, This 
literatura found its-way to Italy about the 15th century. Dr. Neubauer now 
publishes five poems, the first being directed against the women, the 
second is entitled ‘Instruction tor Women,” in the third the Italian is 
independent of the Hebrew, the fourth seems to deal with the woes of the 
married state, the fifth is a satire on women and the reply. In all of these, as 
Dr. Nenbauer remarks, the authors made free use of the Italian language in 
the 16th century. Bat, as the learned writer adds, as far back as the end of 
the 11th century Nathan ben Yechiel of Rome added Italian glasses to his 
Aruch. Weare glad t> hear that these glosses will be published.

Eardley is a name which has no little attraction for the student of 
Anglo-Jewish history and genealogy. It was the last Ainnw' of the 
Abudientes in England, and must always conjure np memories of the 
strange career of that distinguished family. Sir John Hardley-Wilmot, 
whose death has been announced this week, was no blood-relation of the 
Abudientes, but it was from his family that they derived their Gentile name 
when Sampson Gideon Junr., married Mary Eardley Wilmot, « great aunt 
of the deceased Baronet. After this marriage, Sampson Gideon became Sir 
Sampson Eardley, Bart., and ultimately, Sampson, Baron Eardley. The 
peerage never descended to a second generation, but the blood of Sampson 
Gideon, the great stockbroker and friend of Horace Walpole, and of his 
ancestors, the Abudientes of Hamburg and Lisbon—famed as Talmndists 
and Lexicographers—has been transmitted in female lines to many a distin- 
guished English family. Viscount Gage, Lord Saye and Sele, and Lord 
Auckland figure among their descendants, together with a large number of 
commoners. Among the latter is the Right Hon. H. C. KE. Childers 
M.P., late Chancellor of the Exchequer The immense fortune of Sampson 
Gideon, and his landed estates are divided among these descendants of his : 
but it is interesting to remember that, by a provis> in his will, all his 
property would have gone to the present Dake of Devonshire had his 
family become extinct in the female lines as well as in the male. 


_, Ludwig Haber, Baron yon Linsberg, who died in Vienna last week 
was of Jewish birth. His father, Solomon Haber, was the well known Court 
Banker of Carlsruhe, who was raised to the Adelstand by the Grand Duke 
Louis of Baden in 1829, but who lived and died a strictly 
orthodox Israelite. The son, who married Henriet‘a llerz. of 
Prague, had an ambition somewhat similar to that of Sampson Gideon 
and took the same means of gratifying it. He wanted to get into the 


Austrian House of Peers and with that object got himself baptised. In 1869 


“for his great services to Anstrian industry’ he was admitted to the 
Freiherrstand with the title of Baron von Linsberg. The Baron was, 
great manufacturer and had certainly done much to promote the industry of 
the Empire. He leaves many relatives in the Jewish community disperseq 
all over the Continent. Two of them are connected with a branch of tho 
Rothschild family, having married daughters of Babette von Rothschilq 
of Irankfort. 


TRIBUTE TO SPURGEON, 

Within eighteen months three great Christian teachers ef our time have 
passed away. No three men could be more unlike or hold views of greater 
variety than Canon Liddon, Cardinal Manning, and C, Hl. Spurgeon. They were 
three distinct powers holding sway over three types of human character, [y 
each case the loss is irreparable, because there is no other minister in their 
respective denominations who can be said to be the true successor of any of them. 
They were all men of genius, and they were each fired by enthusiasm for the 
cause of righteousness. They lived what they taught, and they taught nothing 
which was not to their own natures a reality. Herein lies the secret of their 
power. The breadth of human sympathy and the tenderness of their affections 
constituted the magnetism which attracted others to them not of their own fol, 
Learning and culture though, conspicuous in two cases out of the three, 
were not the primary causes of the boundless influence which they seemed to 
exercise. The life of Spurgeon may teach a striking lesson to the bookworm and 
the scholastic recluse. Learning sometimes does duty where originality is 
wanting, but it cannot take its place. Spurgeon was a powerful instance of the 
difference between, scholastic attainment and genius. Neither a scholar nora 
man of profound educational training, he was yet a genius. He had the 
inissionary genius. His gift of language was only a symptom of it. The fact 
that he drew to himself alarger number of persons than any other public speaker, 
except John Bright, does not necessarily prove that he was an orator, but it 
proves that he possessed the same power of influencing his fellows, and that 
power proceeded from the same inherent forces of genuineness and love of the 
species. There was much of the old Hebrew prophet about Spurgeon, and like 
all Puritans his soul was saturated with the Old Testament. In no detail did he 
manifest the honesty of his Christianity more than in his deep reverence for the 
faith and people of Israel from which it sprang. Ten-years ago he wrote to me 
these words in reference to the persecution then raging against our people in 
Russia : “ I tremble for the nations who become a rod to Israel, for after they 
have scourged her, the rod always breaks them ; as if He could not bear the sight 
of the rod with which His people had been smitten.” 

Mr. Spurgeon wrote a powerful letter which w1s read at the Mansion House 
meeting on February 1, 1882, in condemnation of the persecutions in Russia, It 
was addressed to my father. In 1890 he signed the requisition to the Lord 
Mayor asking for the meeting at the Guildhall. On that occasion he wrote the 
following which was read at the meeting : “I am indignant that the seed of 
Israel should be oppressed by those who bear the name of Christian, but are 
utter strangers to the mind and spirit of Christ. Ihave signed the requisition 
with all my heart. I hope there will be an expression of opinion loud enough to 
reach even the deaf ears of Russian bigotry. I cannot attend.a meeting now, 
for | am sorely pressed ; but I ‘shall take other opportunities of expressing my 
mind,” 7 

More recently still has Mr. Spurgeon addressed himself from Mentone to my 
friend Mr. Isidore Spielman upon the present phase of the Russian persecutions. 
That letter appeared in the last number of “ Darkest Russia.” It seems 
appropriate at this time that we should record his name among the most zealous 
of those who raised their voices on behalf of our oppressed brethren.

»y the death of Mr. C. IL. Spurgeon, anearnest, religious worker is removed 
from our midst, whose active career, and continual efforts for the improvement of 
his fellow men, cannot fail to be appreciated by Jews as well as those of.his own 
immediate sect. Few can read the story of Mr. Spurgeon’s God-fearing life, 
without a thrill of enthusiasm for the single-minded zealous preacher, wlio 
consecrated his life with so much sincerity to God's service, and never throughout 
his existence faltered from the work which he had laid down for himself. 
Though in no sense a polished scholar, and lacking some of the attributes which 
usually belong to a popular preacher, his exceeding fervour and eloquence seemed 
to draw his hearers with an almost magnetic sway. Wherever he spoke a full 
and devoted congregation was the sure result, and it was because of the thousands 
who desired to sit at his feet, but could not, in the comparatively small places of 
worship, that the huge Tabernacle, next in size to St. Paul's Cathedral, sprang into 
existence, or rather the money was forthcoming from free-will offerings of poor 
and rich, and Mr. Spurgeon’s own tremendous exertions. The gifted pastor has 
produced an enormous amount of religious literature, and two most important 
institutions which owe their existence to him, are the Stockwell Orphanage and 
the Pastor’s College. To Jews, though to a certain extent, separated from him 
and his flock by difference of creed, the name of Mr. Spurgeon must eve! 


command the respect and admiration due to one who has laboured earnestly for 
the Lord, and loved his toil.

HAMPSTEAD SABBATH AFTERNOON SERVICES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sir,—In a few days these Services will enter upon the third year of their 
existence. The present is, therefore,a convenient opportunity for explaining 


the position and objects of our movement. 


In establishing these Services our aim was not merely alocal one. We 
desired to provide a form of worship acceptable to those residents in this 
district, who were not in sympathy with the ordinary Synagogue Service ; but 


we also wished to show by a concrete example that it was possible 
violating any of the principles of Judaism, so to modify the liturgy 
it into harmony with modern ideas. 


Desiring to associate the ser Ices with a synagogue, our comnittee recently 
applied to the Board of Management of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue for the 
use of their building. Our application met with the utmost sympathy from the 
authorities of that synagogue, who, however, had to obtain the consent of the 
Chief Rabbi, before their desire to fallin with our views could be carried out. 
Unfortunately, the conditions imposed upon them by the Chief Rabbi were such 
as.to make the proposed transfer of the Services to the St. John’s Wood 


Synagogue impossible. 


In view of the larger considerations involved we agreed, though most 
reluctantly, to discontinue the use of instrumental music, but other sacrifices 


were demanded from us which would have altered the whole character of 


a bond of union-too valuable to be destroyed. We look forward to the 


some measure, constitutes one of the objects of our movement. 


We were also unable to comply with further conditions of the Chief Rabbi 
requiring us not merely to continue our present arrangement for dividing the 
sexes, but to relegate our lady congregants to the gallery, and further to 
restore to the Service prayers for the reinstitution of sacritice which we had 


decided at the outset that we could not conscientiously offer up. 


The idea of transferring the Services to the St. John’s Wood Synagogue 
had, therefore, to be abandoned. This result is much to be regretted. The 
Chief Rabbi, in his reply, makes it clear that he has no authority to grant the 


concessions we required. ‘Thus, owing to the inelasticity of our 


means of our Service had our project been carried out. 


Other counsels have, however, prevailed; and we have decided, therefore 
to contimue to hold our Services in the Kilburn Town Hall. We trust to secure 
a further accession of contributing congregants. but we also appeal for the 
support of those members of the community, living in other districts, who 


approve of our aims. 


Our Service is helpful to a far more numerous body than the worshippers 
who attend it, for it is calculated to give an impetus to those improvements in 
the Synagogue Service generally, which are demanded alike by modern thought 
and by a regard for the future stability of Judaism. Upon those of our 
coreligionists who desire to see those improvements effected, our movement,

A PLEA FOR THE. BETTER ‘SUPPORT OF “THE BOARD 
OF GUARDIANS, 
THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
sire to make ad stion as to the manner in which the funds of the 


above-namedexcellent institution could be materially increased, but before doing 
so. ] would wish to point out how very inadequately it is supported by the Jewish 
community (as a whole), and this notwithstanding its wide-spread sphere of 
usefulness, and despite the appeals which go forth vear after year. 

In the year 1S") the subscribers numbered only 1.374 persons, out of the 
HK Jews or thereabouts, in this metropolis, It has been urged that this 
insignificant proportion of subscribers is partly due to the fact, that the immense 
area of work covered by the Board is not sufficient!y recognised by the 
community. 

The vearly reports, it istrue, are sent to the subseribers, and let us hope, 
are carefully perused by them, butthen such reports only reach 1,474 persons, 
whilst the remaming O8{)} members of the Jewish population have, for the 
greater part, only a very vague idea of the Board’s operations. Many persons 
labour under the erroneous impression that the chief work of the Board of 
Guardians consists in making weekly allowances to poor families, and thereby 
€as they aver) increasing the spread of pauperism. It is somewhat difficult to 
understand how an allowance of a few shillings a week, can procure any appre- 
cable amount of comfort fora family, say of six to eight persons, thereby 
rendering them wholly indiiferent to work as a means of adding to their income. 
But even if it were so the payment of weekly allowances, is by no means the end 
or aim of the Board's work. and plays only a small part in its programme. 

Its main work consists in / ‘ping persons to help themsel res, and this is evident 
when we glance over the list of committees and sub-committees. There is a 
Loan Committee which enables the deserving poor, to obtain the wherewithal to 
establish themselves'in business. The Industrial Committee, which apprentices 
the young, and supervises their conduct and progress during the time of appren- 
ticeship, The Workroom Committee, where girls are so taught that they may be 
enabled to earn a subsistence ; and the Ladies’ Workrooms, where mothers of 
families can find work, when they cannot obtain it elsewhere. Then there is the 
Emigration Committee, which sends away from this country those who hope to 
earn a living in other lands, 

Further, there are the Ladies’ and Gentlemen's Visitation Committees for 
Visiting the poor in their homes. and the sick in the hospitals. In every case 
how ever, the chief form of help consists in obtaining employment for all. An 
institution which affords such wide scope for the efforts of the benevolent, surely 
deserves the heartiest support of the charitably inclined, and these must indeed be 
numerous, if we are to judge by the new charities and guilds, which we find 
springing up in our midst, 

Nevertheless the band of earnest workers on the Board numbers only 
a comparative few, whilst the monetary support accorded, is wholly out of pro- 
portion to the large number of those who appear to be desirous of doing some 
good work in the community. | 

To quote the report of 18% '. “ the wider financial support, which has for so 
many years been sought, has not, it must be regretted, been forthcoming to any 
appreciable extent. The usual supporters of the Board have sent in their con- 
tributions, both promptly and generously, but there still remains a very consider- 
able section from which little or no monetary aid is received.” In 1890 the 
amounts subscribed only reached £6,049 7s. 6d., whilst the number of cases 
relieved came to 3.001, which represents 12.047 individuals, erclusire of persons 


assisted by the Loan and Industrial Committees, who numbered 21.648 persons 


Unfortunately, the most eloquent printed appeals, as a rule, appear to have 


but very little effect, whilst a few spoken words, when uttered in a good Cause 
seldom fail to meet with a favourable response. 

I would therefore suggest that every member of, or subscriber to the Board 
of Guardians should determine to obtain say TWO new subscribers, that these 
rwoagain should pledge themselves to obtain TWO others, and by employing this 
so-called “snowball system,” the funds of the institution could be doubled anq 
quadrupled, with but very slight trouble. In conclusion I would urge that, 
instead of splitting up our forces by seeking out new guilds and fresh centres of 
work. we should rather concentrate our energies, and work with and for an 
organisation which gives scope to all, and which has the merit of having been 
long-tried, and never yet found wanting in worthy objects for our charitable 
labours. 

Solidarity has always been the safeguard of our people, and is as desirable 
in regard to our charitable institutions, and to our charitable work, as it is with 
regard to other things,

SABBATH OBSERVANCE AND THE ELECTRIC 


To THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


LIGHT, 


Sin.—In the communication which passed between Professor Crookes and 
myself, I endeavoured to put before him the interpretation placed by Orthodox 
Judaism on the prohibition against’ kindling fire in the dwelling place on the 
Sabbath day, and none of your correspondents appear to consider that I 
misinformed him. 

I cannot undertake to argue on the question of “fences.” My own view 
is that every biblical ordinance is already so fenced in on every side that it is 
needless for us, at the present day, to do more than shape our conduct in accor- 
dance with the latest interpretation of the law, following the dictates of common 
sense in case any contingency unprovided for should arise. The question before 
us is this :—Given a certain existing code of laws, is it an infringement of any 
of them to regulate, under normal conditions, by means of a switch an electric 
glow lampon the Sabbath day. There is no question as to the regulating of 
our lamps (which illuminate by means of the consumption of carbon in air), or 
of starting trains, working gas engines, or of blasting mines, and it is but 
confusing the issue to umport such outside matter. 

As regards the competency of the referee, 1 take it thet the President of 
the Society of Electrical Engineers may be accepted asa reliable authority on 
this subject, in the same way as the late Astronomer Royal was accepted in 
the matter of ‘the time for the termination of the Sabbath, or the late Mr. 
Buckland on the question of the propriety of eating certain kinds of fish. 

The chief arguments against Mr. Crookes’s view are :— 

1. That the words in Exodus xxxv. 3, YS WN NP, mean not only “Thou 
shalt not kindle a fire,” but also * Thou shalt not cause light to appear.” 

”» That the fine film of carbon is consumed in the course of 1.000 to 2.00) 
hours, and therefore some consumption takes place. 

3. That the switch might be defective and spark, er the lamp glass be 
cracked and so burn up the carbon. 

As regards the first contention it is evident that if correct it is prohibited 
not only tocontrol an electric glow lamp, but also to open a shutter and letinsun- 
light, or move a looking-glass on which the sun’s rays shine and so throw a streak 
of light against a wall. It would be also wrong. to uncover anything coated 
with luminous paint or display the wondrous. stones which gave light in the 
darkness in which folk in the Talmudic times and later on implicitly believed. I 
venture to suggest that as the Bible in the story of the creation expressly des- 
cribes light as a thing apart and independent of fire. it is not accurate to read 
into the text a meaning which appears to be foreign to it. 

As regards the second contention if, by reason of imperfect appliances. the 
whole of the oxygen in the lamp has not been exhausted so that after 11” 
hours (say one year of use) the film will break, this is surely a case of de minimis 
non curat low, Lf we are to argue on this basis it would be wrong to wear boots 
or gloves, or indeed any article of clothing, because each time we use them 4 
minute portion wears away until at last Gin much less time than 1,000 hours) a 
palpable rent makes its appearance, 

As regards the third argument, surely no one is morally responsible for the 
result of unforeseen accident. No switch ought to spark and no lamp ought to 
crack, One might as well refrain from using crockery for fear it might break or 
from walking for fear one might unwittingly step on andignite a match, or, to 
use a classic instance, from carrying a ‘glass of water in the sun-shine lest It 
should act as a burning glass. 

The last two arguments do not appeal to common sense, and if it cannot be 
proved that the ordinance in scripture refers to light as dissociated from com: 
bustion, I maintain that strict conforming Jews will be justified in suiting thei! 
own convenience and regulating the light on the Sabbath when necessary.

LAST LONDON ORPHAN AID SOCIETY. 
:0: 

The Annual General Mecting of this Society was held on Sunday evening 
last at the Jewish Working Men’s Club. Mr. Lewis Levy, President, occupied 
the chair, and in addressing the subscribers on the progress of the Society during 
the past year, pointed out that although the Norwood institution was doing 
excellent work in training 250 orphan children for the battle of life, it could 
not be said to be meeting the requirements of the community. The number of 
deserving cases which the Committee was compelled to eliminate from the 
list of candidates was almost equal to the number actually admitted. The Jewish 
poor were on the increase, but still the Orphanage had not been extended. He 
was of opinion that £10,000, should be sold out from the funds, and a new wing 
built. This step would of course reduce the reliable income by about £300, and 
increase the already large deficit. But the East-London Aid Society had given 
ample proof of what could be done by a few earnest workers, inasmuch as it 
was able to guarantee an annual sum of £200 to the Institution, which was 
equal to an investment of £6000, and he felt sure that the additonal deficit 
would readily be made up at the Triennial Dinners by the Jewish public. 
who considered it one of the first acts of charity to assist the orphan, 
Mr. J. M. Lissack, Treasurer, submitted the balance-sheet which showed 
that £200 had been handed over to the Jews’ Hospital for Annual 
Subscriptions and Life Governorships. The adoption of the balance- 
sheet was seconded by Dr. M. Lerner who urged the meeting to 
use their best efforts to obtain additional members. Mr. Lewis Levy 
was re-elected President, Messrs. 8. H. Valentine and Mark Myers, Vice- 
Presidents, Mr. J. M. Lissack, Junr., Treasurer, Mr. Arthur J. Benjamin, Hon. 
Solicitor and the Rev. J. F. Stern, Hon. Sec. he following were elected on the 
Committee :—Revs. Dr. Lernerand S.J. Roco, Miss B. Cohen, Miss Woolf, Messrs. 
Michael G. Cohen. 8. Finberg, J. Green, Moss Harris, David Moses, E. J. Proops, 
I, Weber, Isidore Abrahams, Walter Spiers, W. Weber and Moss Levy.

The death of Mr. Spurczon has removed from the religious world one 
of its most conspicuous figures. This aspect of the sad event is in itself 
sufficient to awaken the interest of our community. We Jews are pledged 
by our traditions and our mission to uphold the cause of faith and righteons- 
ness. Whenever, then, a great apostle of religion, whatever the precise creed 
of which he is the exponent, disappears from this earthly scene, the loss is 
one to be regarded by us with feelings of genuine sorrow. Mr. Spveukroyn 
was truly a force making for Godliness. The permanent worth of preaching 
as an influence upon life is often called in question. It is the fashion with 
some minds to deny the uses of the pulpit and to contend that it does no 
more than stir transient emotions.

him and Jews. His ideas of the future life were distinctly depressing, but 
he held as strongly as any Jew to the duty of making this life as happy as 
possible. His manifesto in favour of smoking is a typical illustration. His 
cheery manner accompanied him into the pulpit. He was as jovial and 
humorous there as any Wuyi, or, to cite a far higher type, any preacher 
in the Talmudic age. He thought it a less crime, he once -said, to cause 
momentary laughter than a half hour’s slumber—a saying which irresistibly 
recalls the story of the great Itabbi who once roused a drowsy congregation 
by telling of a woman who brought into the world six hundred thousand 
children at a birth. How far humour is permissible in the pulpit is a 
question which can only be decided by reference to individual circumstances. 
An illustration, an anecdote, a good saying, which would only excite repul- 
sion in one audience, might exert the opposite influence on another. Mr. 
SeurGeon’s genius lay in knowing when to make his hearers laugh aod 
how to make them laugh wisely, religiously. 
was his knowledge of human nature—the one supreme gift of the successful 
preacher. .At a moment when Jews’ College is trying, with the help of 
students’ “‘ advisers,” to bring its a’umné into contact with men as well as 
books, Mr. Spruraeon’s career is of especial significance. Without preten- 
sions to scholarship he yet attracted and intiuenced vast congregations, when 
learned j reachers spoke to but a handful of congregants. Learning is 
useful to a preacher, but knowledge of men is essential. To that know- 
ledge Mr. Srorncros added a wondrous command of simple, racy English 
which enabled him to reach the minds and the hearts of ordinary work-a-day 
folk. He was the Joun Bricur of the pulpit. Englishmen wil! long look 
in vain for an orator like the great tribune or the great preacher.

THE CHIEF RABBI ON JEWISH WIT AND HUMOUR. 


On Sunday evening last the Rev. Dr. ApLER, Chief Rabbi, delivered a lecture 
on “Jewish Wit and Humour,” before a large number of members of the Jewish 
Working Men's Club and Lads’ Institute. Mr. F. D. Mocatra presided. 

The Rev. Dr. AvLER, in the course of his lecture, said he wondered whether 
there were any in his audience who considered the subject of Wit and Humour 
unseemly for a Rar, or inconsistent with the dignity of his office. If so, they 
set themselves against the dictum of the wisest of men who said “ there is a time 
to laugh ” and against the opinion of Carlyle, the sage of Chelsea. who gave 
expression to a similar idea in the words “ No one who has ever heartily laughed 
can be irreclaimably bad.’ Indeed, laughter, merriment, cheerfulness and 
everything which would conduce to cheerfulness were absolutely essential to 
enable ns to live our best. Worries incapacitated a man for his work, cheerful- 
ness had precisely the opposite effect. The late Sir Wm, Gull, once asked by a 
Jewish patient tor a preseription for indigestion replied “Your wise King 


Solomon has already written one for you— A merry heart doeth good like 
a medicine.  Cheerfulness was especially essential in this country, the climate 


of which was responsible in a great measure for the proverbial moroseness of the 
average Englishman. Reénan, the great French molar asserted in his Histoire 
des langues semitiques that “the Semitic tribes were altogether lacking in 
inquisitiveness and the faculty of laughter,” but Renan here made a great 
mistake. The Semitic tribes lacked not in inquisitiveness and certainly not in 
the capacity for giving forth and enjoying a good laugh. The Talmud contained 
many humourous stories and witty sayings. The “elasticity” of the Jews 
enabled them successfully to resist all attempts to crush them. This elasticity 
showed itself in pleasant fancies,in bons mots, full of point and sense. Dr. Chotzner 
had written essays on the subject of Wit and Irony in Holy Writ. As 
examples of humour Dr. Adler cited the instances of 
mockingly calling to the priests of Baal “Cry ye louder for he Is a god— 
he is perhaps talking or peradventure he sleepeth and must be awaked;" and of 
the Widrash im on the incidents related in the Book of Esther with reference 
to Haman preparing Mordecai for the honours bestowed on him by Ahasuerus. 
Purim indeed was the occasion for indulgence in delighful witticisms by our 
ancestors. Some indeed went a little too farin their in parodies on the Talmud, 
travesties of portions of the 7739, Gemara, and other sacred writings. ay of the 
audience. must have had experience in real life of jests and jokes, quips andcranks, 
merry conceits and repartees quickly given, eliciting a smile and a merry laugh. 
These revealed many a hidden phase in. ewish character, perhaps some ugly failing, 
but also many a bright characteristic. They could be regarded as forming al 
department of Folk-lore. As an example of quick wit he would quote the 
following anecdote ; “ A Jew went into a public garden in Germany to spend a 
pleasant evening, but his neighbours began to mock and jeer at him so that he 
left the inhospitable place of entertainment. Going out he pointed to an 
inscription “ Hier bekommt man Baierisches bier "—" Bavarian beer can be had 
here, and said I read it differently —Hier bekommt-man Bei rishus-Bier.” But 
by going back a little, innumerab‘e ex imples of Jew sh wit could be culled from 
the ancient Jewish preachers who did not think raising a laugh during 
a sermon an unseemly exhibition, and who were determined to secure the atten- 
tion and rivet the interest of their audience ; and, eager to convince them, woulp 
appeal to all their faculties, not excluding theirsense of humour. Whole volumes 
could be tilled with the witty parables of the Maggidim ; and Saturday night 
audiences at the Jewish Working Men’s Club were not unfamiliar with the witty 
and apposite parables of their friend Mr. Maccoby, the “ Maggid”’ of .Kaminitz. 
Famous amongst even Maggidim was the famous Preacher of Dubno who once 
clever.y turoed the laugh against some gentlemen of rather advanced views who 
came to hm one day and expressed their willingness to hear a discourse, but on 
the condition that he would not commence with a text or make any quotations 
from the Bible. The preacher, therefore, commenced with a Moshe/—a parable— 
of a man who was of a very timid disposition, He was desirous of doing business 
with a neighbouring miller, but there was one great difficulty. In the mill there 
were two big mastitls who had an ugly habit of rushing at a stranger and biting 
him. In his perplexity he apphed to the Rar, who told him not to be afraid 
for he would tell him a verse of scripture which he should recite as soon as he 
came near the mill and as soon as the dogs heard the verse they would 
become quiet. Our cowardly friend overjoyed goes full of confidence to the 
mill, but no sooner there than the hounds espied him and rushed out and barked 
at him. Sorely afraid he runs away and returns crestfallen to the Rar and tells 
him what had happened. “But why did you not say your text?” “ Ah. there’s 
the mischief,” he replied, “ the dogs would not let me sav my Possuk.” The replies 
of the Rabbis to sceptics were full of convincing point and wit and at the same time 
the cr.ticisms recorded about ancient preachers were of a highly humorous 
charec.er. The story was told of a preacher who delivered a culogistic funeral 
oration beginning with the words “ Blessed when he cometh in; blessed when 
he goth out” over a wealthy man who in his life-time had not led an 
irreproce ably religious life. “How is this?” wh'spered one of the audience to 

is heerers re His neighbour replied, * Do you not know that the verse stands in 
the section ]? jN"— and hegiveth thes.’ Dr. Adleralso referred to the witticisms 
of Alcharizi, Rapoport, Heine, Saphir, &c. Among quick repartees credited to 
the latter were the following. An author, jealous of his talents, taxed him with 
writing for money, while he wrote for fame. Saphir replied, “Each man writes for 
what he lacks most.”’. An acquaintance once said to him “ Making debts ruins a 
man.” “No,” was the rep'y, “I find paying them ruinous.’ Being asked 
his opinion of a comic actor, Saphir replied, “ Joking apart he is not a bad actor.” 
Oncs dining at Rothschild’s a guest was oftered and drank a glass of the famous 
Lachryma* Christi wine, when he said, it is so called because a Christian 
weeps that a Jew should drink such good wine. Hearing that a decoration 
was conferred upon a worthless man he exclaimed, “Formerly a thief 
was hung upon a cross, now a cross is hungona thief.” A striking commentary 
upon the corruption in his country was once made by a Russian Jew, who 
pointing to a statue of Justice outside the Law Courts, exclaimed, “It is 
right that Justice should be outside; there is none inside.’ The whole of 
the lecture in which the differences between Wit and Humour were explained, 
and the characteristics of the Jewish race illustrated, was interspersed 
by witty stories and parables which riveted the attention and excited the laughter 
ot the audience. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra, in proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. Adler, said that the 
lecturer had that evening shown that in an exclusively secular address he could 
secure the same vivid interest as he did when conveying truths ofa more religious

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THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH ON THE “REFORM” 


JUBILEE. 


Speaking at the Hampstead Service last Sabbath the Rev. Morris ot. 
after describing the attitude of orthodoxy to Reform fifty years ago, pleaded 


who had personally felt its effects, acknowledged the rennet My their oppo- 
nents, and we of this age dared not do less. In refusing the smallest concessions 
to the Liberal wing, and in expelling it from the Synagogue, the orthodox party 
honestly believed they were discharging their supreme duty—that of preserving 
J udaism intact. The congregation the speaker was addressing, | who were 
striving to bring the form of public worship into closer harmony with modern 
‘deas. had to reckon with the same distrust of religious changes in _the rulers of 
the Synagogueat the present moment. ~ We must not blame them, the preacher 
continued, “ We who protest against being condemned for our own religious 
opinions would be guilty of inconsistency if we condemned them for theirs, 
hey cannot help it if by temperament or training or both, they are compelled to 
take a restricted view of the true nature of Judaism, and of the responsibilities 
placed upon them by the religious laxity and indifference of the age. I may are 
the products and the representatives of a system, and what we have to blame, 
and if possible to cure, is the system, not the men. And therefore so much the 
less shall we be inclined to throw a stone at their predecessors of fifty years 
back. They acted unwisely, in our opinion, for the interests of the very Judaism 
they thought to safeguard, but they acted honestly. They have passed beyond 
the reach of human praise or blame. Let us not sully their memory with one 
ars ought.” 
The speaker then proceeded to emphasize the contrast between the relations 
of the two parties in the memorable conflict fifty years ago, and the fraternal 
feeling which now unites orthodox and reformer. Orthodoxy, he said, was 
still an undiminished power in the community, but the sad drama which was 
played out in the early days of the Reform movement could not possibly be re- 
enacted in these times. The points of difference between orthodoxy and 
reform were now set in the background, and were not allowed to embitter the 
relations of fellow-religionists whom far more important points of agreement 
tended to unite. The Jubilee Service of the West London Synagogue brought 
home to the mind this gratifying change in the most striking fashion. Let them 
think first of the clerics and laity of tifty years ago joinipg in a resort to the 
thunders of excommunication, and then of the orthodox clergy and laity uniting 
with the reformers in celebrating the Jubilee of the very synagogue that had 
thus been solemnly placed under the ban, Thank God that the old_deadly 
strife that had destroyed some of their most precious things—communal amity 
and domestic peace—was slain in its turn. Thank God that Jewish good sense 
and brotherly feeling had triumphed over sectarian bitterness, and in their 
triumph gladdened them with a pledge of the continued stability that awaited 
the House of Israel in the coming days. ares 
Another lesson suggested by the Jubilee of Reform was the futility of all 
attempts to resist the flowing tide of religious progress. The congregation, 
almost insignificant in point of numbers, which a powerful authority used all 
its forces to discredit and crush years ago, was now a numerous and influential 
body, and had drawn to it the sympathy of the great mass of English Jews. 
The presence at the Jubilee Service of the representatives of conservative 
Judaism betokened something more than mere courteous feeling. It was the 
outward and visible sign of the religious advance that had taken place within 
the ranks of conservatism itself. Many of the changes adopted by the West 
London Synagogue at its inception had long since been introduced under 
authority into orthodox places of worship. The liturgy had been, to some 
extent, simplitied ; public worship was carried on in a manner more befitting its 
solemn character ; pulpit-instruction had become an integral constituent of the 
Service. And so, after many years, victory rested with the seceders, their 
former enemies being judges. It was orthodoxy itself that had vindicated them, 
by adopting their principles. Once it drove them out; now it was following 
them—following them in their religious ideas—and thus the right hand of 
fellowship, formerly withheld, now reached them without an effort. ‘ Never, 
continued the preacher, “has the policy which would stifle aspirations after 
religious change more signally failed. The iesson is eminently one for our 
time. The demand for ritual improvements is making itself heard at this very 
moment among that section of our community which, standing midway between 
extreme orthodoxy and organised reform, is the true exponent of Anglo-Jewish 
religious thought. May those whose duty it is to consider that demand remem- 
ker the events of the past fifty years, and give to it an answer of wisdom and 
of peace! If other counsels prevail it will be to the certain injury either of 
fethationy or of Judaism, Either the chauges which are refused will be effected 
by secession, as was the case half-a-century ago, or those who have demanded 
them will ‘gradually drift away in disappointment and repulsion from the 
ancestral religion itself. Of the two alternatives the former is by far the less 
serious. Men cry out against schism, but it is high time that terrifying spectre 
was laid once for all. Better schism by far than irreligion. What would have 
happened if the early reformers had been frightened out of their movement by 
the fancied evils of dissension ? Would not the old, bad process which had been 
slowly alienating from Judaism some of its most intellectual adherents, have 
continued to drain it of its life-blood drop by drop ? Would not hundreds who 
have been kept within the ranks of conforming Jews have been irrevocably lost ’ 
No; it may sound like a paradox, but it is none the less true, that only that 
religion is healthy in which there is dissent, and which is broad enough to find 
acommon meeting ground for all sections of its adherents. Those who are 
afraid of schism have but one course to pursue; it is to disarm the would- 
seceders by permitting them to give effect to their religious aspirations. To 
ignore suc eegnrennnn is, as the history of Anglo-Jewish reform proves, utterly 
useless. The human mind marches on, and the non possumus cannot turn it 4 
hair's breadth from its path. The sole sufferer is the system in whose name the 
medisval cry is uttered. You may make a solitude and call it peace, but it is 


the peace of stagnation, of death. May God shield us from such a calamity in 
these days of religious crisis!” :

After the singing of Baruch Haba by the choir, Mr. ELKAN N. ApLER read 
the Superintendent's Report. 

The report stated that in the person of Mr. H. G. Meyer the classes had 
found a second Superintendent, who being resident in the City would be able to 
join in the burden of regular attendance every Sabbath. During the past vear the 
classes met 43 times and were attended by 28.803 children, showing an average 
attendance of 671 children, as against O18 in the previous vear. Lhe maximum 
attendance was ‘40, the minimum 3); but there were only eight occasions 
on which the numbers fell below 600 and only two when they exeeeded 
“O00, so that it must be assumed _ that about 750 children have been regular 
attendants throughout the year. The staff comprises 20 ladies and 10 gentle- 
men, Six ladies and gentlemen joined during the year and none had resigned. 
lhe report emphasises the need for more male teachers. Prowress is being made 
towards securing the attendance of older pupils. ‘i'wo of the girls’ classes 
are ma’nly composed of young ladies who are earning their own living. A 
marked increase has been noticed in the attendance of lads over Barmitzvah 
since the Vincha service has been regularly held. for them. Mr. Harry Lewis. 
of Toynbee Hall, the senior teacher, has offered to teach the more advanced lads 
Rashi and OUN “A and the rudiments of Post-Biblical Literature. The report 
acknowledges a debt of gratitude to the authorities of the Jews’ Free School 
for the cordial welcome the children receive, to Mrs. Cyril Flower for one 
hundred copies of “* Mehail el Hail.’ to the staff for their constant, unselfish and 
valuable devotion to their work,and to the Superintendents, Messrs. ElkanN. Adler 
and H.G. Meyer.

the Sabbath was consecrated to acquiring valuable knowledge of our holy faith, 
of the doctrine and belief of Judaism. He was, at the same time, sorry to think 
that the instruction must of necessity, owing to the short time available, be of a 
somewhat superticial and fragmentary character. He was pleased to know that

and that Mr. Harry Lewis proposed to return to the practice of former days of 
imparting to the older pupils lessons in Post-Biblical Literature and: he hoped 
also History. The report referred to the lack of a sufficient number of male 
teachers ; this fact was not creditable that the males allowed themselves to be 
outstripped in usefulress by ladies and he hoped that the want would not con- 
tinue. The cry of the Sabbath Classes was for competent instructors, these were 
indispensable, and failing a good supply the usefulness of the classes would b 
diminished or even doomed to extinction. He could not speak in terms, of too 
high praise of the devotion of the teachers who cheerfully resigned a portion of 
their Sabbath-day to a continuation of the monotonous labours of the week. 
These devotions could only be acknowledged by the pupils, by punctuality, by 
respectfulness and a sincere desire to profit by the instruction imparted so 
unselfishly by their teachers. Some curiosity had been aroused as to the compo- 
sition and object of the new syllabus to be issued. He would at once say that 
there would not be any formidable addition to the studies of the pupils or to 
the labours of the teachers. It was not contemplated to add to the amount of 
instruction in translation, in Scripture History, or in Grammur, but it was pro- 
osed to give greater prominence and emphasis to a most important subject for 

Sewtde Schools and in Sabbath Classes—instruction in Religion. Religion 
would henceforth be placed at the top and head of the Code. Emphasis would 
be given to the great leading moral principles of Religion, stress would be laid 
in the earlier standards on the duty of loving God, on the duty of 
loving-kindness to fellow men and to animals, of truthfulness and 
of honesty, of repressing envy and greed and spite. The new syllabus would 
give due prominence to what was called ceremonial religion, to the due obser- 
vance of the Sabbath and Festivals, to the Feast Days and Fast Days, to the 
duties of 7sitsits, Wezzuzah, Tephillin, to the Dietary Laws—to bring the children 
nearer and. nearer to God, to bring before their minds the great moral duties 
to God and min incumbent upon them, An old adage gave it that “ Knowledge 
was Power;”’ this wads only partially true. Character, Virtue, Goodness were 
power, these were the real levers and talismans which moved the world, which 
made the lads good, truthful, modest and honourable men and the girls. true 
maids of honour, enabling them to achieve success for themselves in thei lives 
after their school-days were ended. (Applause.) 

Mrs. ADLER then distributed the prizes, and Dr. FRIEDLANDER in proposing 
a vote of thanks to the Superintendents, which was carried by acclamation, 
emphasised the important services rendered by them to the cause of Religious 
Education in their attendance at the classes and in their manayement ot the 
many details of the work. 

rhe vote was acknowledged by Mr. ELKAn N. ADLER and a vote of thanks 
to Dr. Adler, moved by Mr. H. G, Meyer, terminated the proceedings.

The points of difference between orthodoxy and 
reform were now set in the background, and were not allowed to embitter the 
relations of fellow-religionists whom far more Important points of agreement 
tended to unite. The Jubilee Service of the West London Synagogue brought 
home to the mind this gratifving change in the most striking fashion. Let them 
think first of the clerics and laity of fifty years ago joinipg in a resort to the 
thunders of excommunication, and then of the orthodox clergy and laity uniting 
with the reformers in celebrating the Jubilee of the very synagogue that had 
thus been solemnly placed under the ban. Thank God that the old deadly 
strife that had destroyed some of their most precious things- communal amity 
and domestic peace—was slain in its turn. Thank God that Jewish good sense 
and brotherly feeling had triumphed over sectarian bitterness, and in their 
triumph gladdened them with a pledge of the continued stability that awaited 
the House of Israel] in the coming days. | acee 
Another lesson suggested by the Jubilee of Reform was the futility of all 
attempts to resist the flowing tide of religious progress. The congregation. 
almost insignificant in point of numbers, which a powerful authority used all 
its forces to discredit and crush years ago. was now a numerous and influential 
body, and had drawn to it the sympathy of the great mass of English Jews. 
The presence at the Jubilee Service of the representatives of conservative 
Judaism betokened something more than mere courteous feeling. It was the 
outward and visible sign of the religious advance that had taken place within 
the ranks of conservatism itself. Many of the changes adopted by the West 
London Synagogue at its inception had long since been introduced under 
authority into orthodox places of worship. The liturgy had been, to some 
extent, simplified ; public worship was carried on in a manner more befitting its 
solemn character ; pulpit-instruction had become an integral constituent of the 
Service. And so, after many years, victory rested with the seceders, their 
former enemies being judges, . It was orthodoxy itself that had vindicated them, 
by adopting their principles. Once it drove them out; now it was following 
them—following them in their religious ideas—and thus the right hand ot 
fellowship, formerly withheld, now reached them without an effort. ‘ Never. 
pee (nee the preacher, “has the policy which would stifle aspirations after 
religious change more signaily failed. The lesson is eminently one for our 
time. The demand for ritual improvements is making itself heard at this very 
moment among that section of our community which, standing midway between 
extreme orthodoxy and organised reform, is the true exponent of Anglo-Jewish 
religious thought. May those whose duty it is to consider that demand remem- 
ter the events of the past fifty years, and give to it an answer of wisdom an 
of peace! If other counsels prevail it will be to the certain injury either of 
outhadons or of Judaism, Either the changes which are refused will be effected 
by secession, as was the case half-a-century ago, or those who have demanded 
them will gradually drift away in disappointment and repulsion from the 
ancestral religion itself. Of the two alternatives the former 1s by far the less 
serious. Men cry out against schism, but it is high time that terrifying spectre 
was laid once forall. Better schism by far than irreligion. What would have 
happened if the early reformers had been frightened out of their movement by 
the fancied evils of dissension ? Would not the old, bad process which had been 
slowly alienating from Jucaism some of its most intellectual. adherents, have 
continued to drain it of its life-blood drop by drop ? Would not hundreds who 
have been kept within the ranks of conforming Jews have been irrevocably lost 
No; it may sound like a paradox, but it is none the less true, that only that 
religion is healthy in which there is dissent, and which is broad enough to find 
acommon meeting ground for all sections of its adherents. Those who are 
afraid of schism have but one course to pursue; it is to disarm the would- 
seceders by permitting them to give effect to their religious aspirations. T0 
ignore such aspirations is, as the history of Anglo-Jewish reform proves, utterly 
useless, The human mind marches on, and the non possumus cannot turn it 4 
hair's breadth from its path. The sole sufferer is the system in whose name the 
medisval cry is uttered. You may make a solitude and call it peace, but it is 
the peace of stagnation, of death. May God shield us from such a calamity i0

The report stated that in the person of Mr. H. G. Meyer the classes had 
found a second Superintendent, who being resident in the City would be able to 
join in the burden of regular attendance every Sabbath. During the past vear the 
classes met 43 times and were attended by 28.803 children, showing an average 
attendance of 6/1 children, as against (18 in the previous vear. [The maximum 
attendance was ‘40, the minimum 3): but there were onlv eight occasions 
on which the numbers fell below 60) and only two when thev exceeded 
WW, so that it must be assumed that about 759 children have been regular 
attendants throughout the year. The staff comprises 2) ladies and 10 geuntle- 
men. Six ladies and gentlemen joined during the year and none had resigned. 
lhe report emphasises the need tor more male teachers. Proyress is being made 
towards securing the attendance of older pupils. ‘i'wo of the girls’ classes 
are ma’nly composed of young ladies who are earning their own living. A 
marked increase has been noticed in the attendance of lads over Barmitzvah 
since the Vincha service has been regularly held for them. Mr. Harry Lewis. 
of Toynbee Hall, the senior teacher, has offered to teach the more advanced lads 
Rashi and OUN8 “A and the rudiments of Post-Biblieal Literature.

The Rev. Dr. ADLER then addressed the meeting and said that it wasa 
source of great gratification to him occasionally to visit the classes to see the 
pupils grouped for instruction at the hands of their devoted teachers; it was a 
source of gratification because he was thus assured that. at least one portion of 
the Sabbath was consecrated to acquiring valuable knowledge of our holy faith, 
of the doctrine and belief of Judaism. He was, at the same time, sorry to think 
that the instruction must of necessity, owing to the short time available. be of a 
somewhat superticial and fragmentary character. He was pleased to know that 
in the higher standards the improvement in the instruction was fully maintained 
and that Mr. Harry Lewis proposed to return to the practice ot former days ot 
imparting to the older pupus lessons in Post-Biblieal Literature and he hoped 
also History. The report referred to the lack of a sufficient number of maie 
teachers ; this fact was not creditable that the males allowed themselves to b. 
outstripped in usefulmess by ladies and he hoped that the want would not con- 
tinue. The cry of the Sabbath Classes was for competent instructors, these were 
indispensable, and failing a good supply the usefulness of the classes would b 
diminished or even doomed to extinction.. He could not speak in terms of too 
high praise of the devotion of the teachers who cheerfully resigaed a portion of 
their Sabbath-day to a continuation of the monotonous labours of the week. 
These devotions could only be acknowledged by the pupils, by punctuality, by 
respectfulness and a sincere desire to profit by the instruction imparted so 
unselfishly by their teachers. Some curiosity had been aroused as to the compo- 
sition and object of the new syllabus to be issued. He would at once say that 
there would not be any formidable addition to the studies of the pupils or to 
the labours of the teachers. It was not contemplated to add to the amount of 
instruction in translation, in Scripture History, or in Grammur, but it was pro- 
posed to give greater prominence and emphasis to a most important subject for 
Jewish Schools and in Sabbath Classes—instruction in Religion. Religion 
would henceforth be placed at the top and head of the Code. © Emphasis would 
be given to the great leading moral principles of Religion, stress would be laid 
in the earlier standards on the duty of loving God, on the duty of 
loving-kindness to fellow men and to animals, of truthfulness and 
of honesty, of repressing envy and greed and spite. The new syllabus would 
give due prominence to what was called ceremonial religion, to the due obser- 
vance of the Sabbath and Festivals, to the Feast Days and Fast Days, to the

-duties of 7sitsits, Wezsuzah, Tephi!lin, to the Dietary Laws—to bring the children 


nearer and nearer to God,to bring before their minds the great moral duties 
to God and min incumbent upon them. An old adage gave it that “ Knowledge 
was Power;”’ this was only partially true. Character, Virtue, Goodness were 
power, these were the real levers and talismans which moved the world, which 
made the lads good, truthful, modest and honourable men and the gurls true 
maids of honour, enabling them to achieve success for themselves in their lives 
after their school-days were ended. (Applause.) 

Mrs. ADLER then distributed the prizes, and Dr. FRIEDLANDER in proposing 
a vote of thanks to the Superintendents, which was carried by acclamation, 
emphasised the important services rendered by them to the cause of Religious 
Education in their attendance at the classes and in their management ot the 
many details of the work... 

The vote was acknowledged by Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER and a vote of thanks 
to Dr. Adler, moved by Mr. H. G, Meyer, terminated the proceedings.

And yet there was such an age oe + 
as popular as science,—when the decision of a new legal point was — “% as 
interesting as the discovery of a new star. Perhapssome may be surprised to hear 
that just in the same way as modern writers have taken up the reconciliation 
between the Bibleand Science as being absolutely necessary to continued reverence 
for the Bible, so was it once necessary to write a work on the agreement between 
the law of Moses and the principles of the Roman Jurists. : In the work 
“Collatio Legum Mosaicarum et Romanarum,” verses of the Pentateuch are 
placed side by side with the rules of the Roman law. It is difficult to take our- 
selves back toa time when to be a lawyer anda man of culture was identical. 
Yet this was the case during the Roman empire. Hence we understand the 
enormous influence which legal thought had upon the religious thoughts of the 
time. Inourtalmudical legislation there can be traced the influence of Roman legal 
terms and ideas. The laws of dowry, and the dowry of the wife over which 
the husband had only a life interest, the law by which in an invalid marriage the 
child follows the mother, although for the latter support is found in the Penta- 
teuch, all seem to be taken from the Roman law. ‘The legal mode of looking at 
things seems to us rather curious. There is, for instance, a discussion in the 
Talmud—whether the priests were the representatives or agents of God, or the 
representatives or agents of the community. This is treated purely from the 
legal point of view. Nowadays we should, I think, be inclined to treat such a 
question transcendentally. Not so the Talmud. An agent, it argues, as far as 
his agency is concerned, cannot be different from his principal. lherefore, if a 
rincipal cannot do a certain thing, the agent certainly cannot do it. We cannot 
ioe sacrifices ourselves, therefore the Cohanim who bring the sacrifices cannot | 
be agents of the people. Therefore, the priests are not our agents for bringing 
the sacrifices, but the agents of God for receivingthem. Asa piece of clear legul 
reasoning nothing can be sounder, but I doubt whether it appeals to us at the 
present day. The second part of Mr. Simmons’s paper discussed the Talmudical 
development of the biblical law of inheritance, and in connection, therewith, the 
question whetheran Israelite could makeawill. That portion of thesubject naturally 
bristled with technicalities which it is impossible to summarise in an abstract. 
In his concluding remarks Mr. Simmons said : I am quite certain that the Talmud 
opens a magnificent field for the Jurists, for the legal ideas of the Talmud were 
clear, and were developed logically. The Rabbis had not a philosophy of law like 
the Romans, but in many respects they went beyond the point attained by the 
Roman lawyers. 

The discussion was opened by the Rev. A. Liwy. He pointed out the 
close identity between law and religion, as exemplified in the word }' which in 
the Bible had the meaning of a matter for litigation, and was at the present day 
the designation of an ecclesiastical body that had to decide matters of religion. 
In Persian the word din signified religion, andthe same word was adopted by 
the Arabs as identical with religion. Inthe “ Arabian Nights’’ there was a 
character named Noureddin, the word meaning “ Light of Religion.’ Mr. Lowy 
recommended the study of a work onthe Syrian Law of Inheritance, which 
showed that there must at one time have been a legal connection between the 
ancient Hebrews and the early Christians. 

The Rev. Dr. GastEeR expressed his high gratification at the tribute Mr. 
SimMMONs had paid to the profound wisdom of Talmudical legalism. 

Mr. HAMBURGER agreed with the lecturer that the doctors of the Talmud were 
influenced by Roman law, but did not slavishly follow it. : 

Dr. FriEDLANDER referred to the custom of making wills, and expressed his 
great pleasure with the words of the lecturer from beginning to end. 

Mr. IskarEL ABRAHAMS said that whatever differences of opinion might prevail 
all would agree that the charge made against Judaism that it was merely a legal 
system of religion, was false and untenable. 

Mr. A. H. Gower and Mr. H. FriepLAnper also offered some remarks. 

The CHAIRMAN said that though we did not like to confess it,a distinct 
species of casuistry did exist among Jews. Even thorough-paced champions of 
orthodoxy must recognise the difference between law that was purely law, and 
law which was religious. All laws were divine in their origin, but while the 
revelation of ceremonial laws was only made once, the revelation of moral laws 
had occurred more than once, and was constantly, and even at the present time. 
taking ‘ones in our consciences and in human hearts. Still, we should not under- 
value the importance of ceremonial religion.

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WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL, 
> 


The Annual General Meeting of the Governors of the Westminster Jews 
Free School was held on Sunday last at the Schools, Hanway Place, Oxford 
Street W. Mr. Lroxarp L. Conen occupied the Chair in consequence ot 
the absence of Mr. Louis Davidson, the President. 

Mr. Davidson wrote regretting that his recovery from an attack of 
influenza had not been sufficiently rapid to enable him to be present at the 
annual meeting, but he requested that attention should be drawn to the condi- 
tion of the finances of the mstitution, and expressed the hope that a warm res- 
ponse would be made to the apy al which he was about to issue to the com- 
munity for funds. 3 

In moving the adoption of the Report and Balance-sheet, the CHATRMAN said 
that the vear just closed was not remarkable for any stmking incidents in the 
history of the school except that the adoptionof the New Education Act modified 
the financi il position of the school to some extent, but it was too early yet to Say 
what would bethe permanent effect. After referring to some changes in the 
Staff. the Committee call attention to the satisfactory working of the Penny 
Dinners which entail no charge upon the school funds. Drawing had now 
become one of the code subjects sates the Act, and the classes were taught by 
Mr. J. E. Jacobs, who for so many years had voluntarily given his services, 
The first Government Inspection in Drawing had been held since the report 
was drawn up. The Chairman concluded his references to the report by en- 
larging upon the desperate financial position of the school which showed, 
according to the Balance-shect presented to the subscribers, that at the end of 
the vear the Committee were compelled to borrow £220 from the bankers, and 
inaddition to thts loan they had to contract a further loan of £100 sinee the 
beginning of the year, making the total indebtedness of the school, £520. He 
hoped that the response which would be made to the President's appeal would 
enable them to carry on their work free from financial cares. It was some 
years since a dinner had been held in aid of the funds of the school, but owing 
to the many pressing claims which had been made onthe community through the 
persecutions in Russia and the distress in the East of London, a decision was 
taen not to hold a dinner this vear. 

The report and Balance-sheet were then adopted. The Report 
showed that there were 2s» boys and = girls respectively attending 
the school as compare d. with 25% boys and 238 girls last year. The 
number of Penny Dinners distributed to the pupils during the past year exceed 
lose, The average cost Of the dinners, including wages to the cook, fuel, &c.. 
is sixpence per head per week. The majority of the children pay fourpence per 
week, the poore! children twopence per week, and to the mothers of those who 
were anbla to pay even this small sum, needlework is given, and the money 
thus earned is retained as dinner fees. The funds required to carry on ‘this 
arrangement are supplied by Mrs. H. Lucas, who also gives the materials for the 
needlework. The attendance of the members of the Boys’ Carpentering Class 
at the Polytechnic in Regent Street continues most regular, and great interest 
is shown in the work. ‘The heavy deficiency in the school funds compelled the 
Committee to defer increasing the number of boys in this class. The amount 
of Government Grant earned was £446 10s. 6d, 

The Balance-sheet showed that there is a balance of €£6 19s. 8d.. but the 
school Wiis inc bted to its bankers to the amount ot ba J 
the school continue to decrease,and amount this year to £176 13. School fees 
produced £72 Os. 10d, up to September, when the scholars ceased to pay fees, 
and £55 was received from the Education Department in lieu of the 
children’s school-pence., L241 3s. 8d. was received as dividends on investments, 
rent (Greek Street pPrethises ), and the appeal ot last year produced 
LORD Hd. Tos. was expended in salaries, £70o0n annuity and gra- 
tuity, £207 Ss. Sd, on rent, insurance, &c., and about £405 on prizes and general
